N. T. Blackwell, secretary of the

“ If crop conditions do not mater­ 
ially improve in the near future

so, much 
higher 
prices may be realized, but I am 
as much opposed to abnormally 
high prices as I am to very low 
prices. 
My advice to farmers at 
this time is to gradually sell their 
present holdings during the next 
two months, demanding at least 
10c per pound. 
I would like to 
see the present crop marketed this 
fall and winter at prices ranging 
between 10c and 12c per pound, 
such prices being profitable to the 
farmer and at the same time will 
allow the mills to do a safe bus­ 
iness.”
